Although no vote was taken, de- 
bate not being concluded, the dis- 
cussion showed that the prospects 
for a draft convention providing for 
effective limitation of material, 
which Ambassador Hugh S. Gibson, 
among others, urged—and which 
some consider even more essential 
than effectives—are not bright unless 
Japan, Italy, France and her allies 
prove more ready to make conces- | 
sions later than they were today.

ever, with a marked tendency to-| 
ward the commission adjourning the! 
Jatter part of next week, after Mr. 
Gibson explains the American form- 
ula for equivalent naval values and 
a preliminary exchange of views on 
it is held.

GRAND JURY REBUKES 


MORGAN ON LIQUOR 


Calls Congressman’s Customs 
Case an “Apt Illustration” 
of Evils of “Free Entry.” 


PRACTICE IS “UN-AMERICAN”

Privilege Opposed to Ideal of 
Equality, Body Holds—Wants 
Officials to Set Example. 


The government's custom of per- 
mitting members of Congress and 
other officials to enter ports of this 
country without having their bag- 
gage inspected by Customs officers, 
was condemned yesterday by the 
April Federal grand jury as ‘‘un- 
American and contrary to the prin- 
ciple of equality before the law."’ 
The practice led, said the grand 
jurors, to ‘‘plain abuses,”’ to ‘‘wholly 
unwarranted claims of being on of- 
ficial business,’’ and to ‘‘natural 
suspicion’’ that the privilege was 
misused to cover the importation of 
contraband. 

The grand jury’s statement was 
made asa result of an investigation 
of circumstances incident to the ar- 
rival here on March 25 of the liner 

from the Canal Zone.

Customs inspectors 
reported that Mr. Morgan had ad- 
mitted his baggage contained several 
bottles of wine and champagne, but 
‘had refused to permit them to open 
it, saying he had been on official 
business and was entitled to ‘‘free 
entry.’’

The statement 
concluded that ‘‘an official’’ who 
prevented examination of his bag- 
gage by claiming free entry and by 
threatening to cause trouble in 
Washington, was left without cause 
of complaint of the consequences 
“when weighed in the forum of 
public opinion.”

WASHINGTON, May -Statistics 
issued today by the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau showed continued 
receipts by the government in April 
and gave renewed indications of a 
budget surplus of $100,000,000 on 
June 30. 

Customs collections in April were 
$50,404,343, about $5,000,000 greater 
than for the same month of one year 
ago. 
cial year customs receipts were $501,- 
583,376, as against $483,385,755 for 
the same ten months in the fiscal 
year 1928. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau re- 
ported that in nine months to March 
3, inclusive, the tax on capital stock 
sales or transfers, because of the

bushel. This would go far to make 
it possible for the American farmers 
and middlemen to compete with the 
Canadian wheat shipments. 

It is hoped in this way to get rid 
of a considerable part of the present 
surplus and prepare for the incom- 
ing shipments from the farms of the 
new crop, which will be well under 
way by about July 15. It was ad- 
mitted, however, that only develop- 
ments which included the attitude 
which Canada might assume, would 
determine just how successful the 
effort set in motion today would be. 

Th: present indications are that 
the new crop will exceed the 800,- 
000,000 bushels harvested last year.

The young Brooklynite—he is only

veyed to Mexico City a year earlier 
to work as a commercial artist, hav 
ing concluied an art course in a 
Erooklyn high school. 

rlis bullfighting career began un- 
der the best auspices, for as soon 
as he had demonstrated to friends 
in Mexico City that he actualy 
wanted to learn the Spanish sport 
they arranged for him to study with 
Rodolfo Gaona, the greatest mata- 
dor ever produced in Mexico, and 
called one of the three greatest in 
the world. Gaona took a fancy to 
the Jad of 19 and taught him the 
rudiments of the intricate profes- 
gion. 

Franklin appeared in the smaller 
rings dotted about Mexico, especially 
on the border, where his nationality 
was a drawing card. He was forced 
to compete with such eminent fight- 
ers as Silvete, Ortiz, Luis Freg and 
Angelillo for popular favor. When 
the Mexico City season opened in 
the Autumn of 1924, Franklin made 
his début there at the smaller of the 
two bull rings, the Chapultepec, in 
the ‘‘nocturnal’’ or night fighting. | 
Later he fought in El Toro, the 
larger ring. 

Since those days Franklin has been 
appearing in Mexico City and else- 
where with regularity. He fulfilled 
engagements in several South Ameri- 
can countries. 

Last February Franklin came back 
from Mexico to visit his family at’ 
19 Jackson Place, Brooklyn, and 
went on to Spain—the mecca of bull 
fighters—a short time ago, where he 
has contracts in several cities. 

Franklin is the second American 
known to have enlisted in the ranks 
of bull fighters. The first was Har- 
per Lee of Texas, who made a sen- 
sation success at one time.

The chief officer described how, on 
the morning after the vessel left 
New York, the wind freshened and 
the vessel listed three degrees to 
starboard.

Building Methods Are Seen as 
the Deck Emerges From 
Lowering Nemi Waters. 


LEAD SHEETS COVER HULL 


Copper Nails Bright After 1,900 
Years’ Immersion Hold Them in 
Place—Glazed Tile Found.

ROME, May 2.—The receding 
waters of Lake Nemi have now left 
some two feet of the larger of Cali 
gula’s famous ships projecting above 
the surface. A considerable expanse 
of the deck and hull of the ancient 
galley can be seen rising obliquelv 
out of the clear waters of the lake 
Though the authorities, fearing some 
harm may be done. have taken provi 
|'sions to prevent any one from ap- 
proaching the ship too closely, many 
| hundreds of sightseers journey from 
Rome to Nemi every day to view the 
| marvel of a ship which witnessed the 
revels of Rome's mad Emperor rising 
out of the water after having been 
|immersed nineteen centuries. 

The method of the construction of 
the ship can now be clearly seen 
| Several stout beams, forming the 
skeleton of the vessel, project above 
the surface of the water. To them, 
by means of long copper nails which 
have lost none of their original 
brilliance, are attached thick planks, 


constituting the deck and hull. The 
hull was then covered with leaden 


sheets, held in position by another! 
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set of copper nails. Between the 
hull and the leaden sheets some sort 
of soft substance, closely resembling 
felt, was placed and it may still be 
clearly seen in some places. A 
couple of leaden sheets have now ap- 
peared above the water and they 
are the object of close study by 
archeologists. 

It is too soon to expect any sensa- 
tional discoveries, which will not 
come for several months yet, if at 
all The recent finds, however, in- 
clude a glazed terra cotta tile, about 
eighteen inches square. This, it is 
supposed, former part of the pave- 
ment of the deck : nd is regarded 
by some as confirming the theory 


| that the ship was no ordinary ship, 


but a kind of floating palace, sump- 
tuously equipped, 
Pumping operations were delayed 


| last week by landslides on the steep

a floating pontoon structure. The 
machine is still jammed tightly un 
der the bridge and is in danger of 
being carried away by the flood 
waters.

It is with “reat regret that I 
jarn that you are to leave the 
Treasury. For more than eight 
years I have been associated with 
you, first in the work of the War 
Finance Corporation and afterward 
during your administration of the 
Federal Farm Loan Bureau. 

During this time I have learned 
to rely upon your judgment and 
to feel a sense of security in your 
pandling of all the varied and dif- 
ficult problems connected with fur- 
nishing adequate credit for agri- 
culture. 2 

Under your direction the War 
Finance Corporation was conducted 
in such a way that it not only 
helped to relieve a serious credit 
stringency which then existed in 
the agricultural community but it 
also had a far-reaching effect in 
helping the farmer to avoid the 
necessity of enforced liquidation of 
his products on a demoralized 
market. 

Later, when the necessity arose 
for reconstructing the Farm Lean 
Board and reorganizing the opera- 
tion of the farm Joan system, you 

gave the government the 
benefit of your experience and 
udgment. I know with what re- 
luctance and at what personal sac- 
rifice you agreed to undertake this 


formidable task; and it should be 
a source of the greatest satisfac- 
tion to you to know that as a re- 
sult of your efforts the system has 
been made to function in a more 
useful manner and has been ma- 
terially strengthened in the confi- 
dence of the country. 

All of these duties you have dis- 
charged in a way to merit the high- 
est approval. 

I wish to take this opportunity 
not only to thank you for the ser- 
vices you have rendered but to ex- 
press also the pleasure which I 
have had during the years in which 
we have been associated together 
in the work of the treasury.

The letter sent by Mr. Meyer to 


President Hoover in submitting his | 


resignation also became available to- 

day, and was as follows: 
Washington, April 3, 1929. 

The President, 

The White House. 

Dear Mr. President: 

Nearly two years ago I accepted 
appointment as a member of the 
Federal Farm Loan Board and was 
designated as Farm Loan Commis- 
sioner. 

I undertook the work, as you 
know, at the request of President 
Coolidge and Secretary Mellon in 
connection with the reorganization 
of the Farm Loan Board to meet 
the situation which then con- 
fronted the farm loan system. One 
of the largest joint stock land 
banks had just been placed in the 
hands of a receiver and receiver- 
ships for two other joint stock land 
banks were impending; a number 
of Federal and joint stock land 
banks were faced with difficult sit- 
uations; public confidence was im- 
paired; and the Farm Loan Bureau 
had not been adequately organized 
to meet its problems 

Since that time the various units 
of the Farm Loan Bureau, includ- 
ing the appraisal, examining and 
legal divisions, have been virtually 
reconstructed, and a trained and 
competent organization has been 
developed to enable the board prop- 
erly to discharge the responsibili- 
ties devolving upon it. 

Examinations of the banks and 
national farm loan associations are 
being conducted in a thorough and 
efficient manner; improper and ir- 
regular practices that had grown 
up in some of the banks have been 
eliminated: sound accounting 
methods are being followed, and 
the published statements of the 
condition of the banks are more 
accurate than ever before. 


Banks Have Been Reorganized. 


The management of banks faced 
with difficulties has been strength- 





ened and reorganized in coopera- 
tion with their boards of directors 
and they are now in a position to 
deal effectively with their problems 
and the Farm Loan Board’s super- 
vision of the system has been 
made a vital and effective force. 

The progress that has been made 
in these directions is outlined in 
detail in the annual report of the 
board for 1928, which was sub- 
mitted to Congress on March 2, 
1929 

While, of course, much remains 
to be done, as always will be the 
case in a system of this magnitude, 
I think I am entirely correct in 
saying that the task of reconstruc- 
tion has been accomplished or is 
actively under way, public confi- 
dence has greatly improved and 
the situation in all its details is 
well in hand. 


Board Has Found Cooperation. 


The reorganized board has 
worked harmoniously and as- 
siduously to bring about these re- 
sults, and it had the cooperation 
not only of the banks of the system 
generally, but also of a large 
number of public spirited men in 
various sections of the country. 

I hope and believe that what has 
been done during the past two 
years has materially strengthened 
the system and will prove to be of 
permanent value to the agricultu- 
ral interests which it was created 
by the Congress to serve. 

I have felt it incumbent upon me 
to continue with the work until 
the essential requirements of the 


situation had been effectively met. 
That point now having been 
reached, I feel that I am justified 
in asking that you relieve me of 
my duties as a member of the 
board and Farm Loan Commis- 
sioner in the near future, and I 
therefore tender my resignation to 
take effect on Mav 10. 1929, when 
I shall have completed two years 
of service in this capacity

Oil-Electric Engine Designed for 
Smoother Subarban Service on 


New York Central Branch. 


The first oil-electric locomotive de- 
signed in America for strictly pas- 


senger service will ae org! 8s its final 
acceptance test on the Putnam di- 
vision of the New York Central Rail- 
road when it leaves the station at 
Sedgwick Avenue, the Bronx, this 
morning at 8:10 o’clock for a regu- 
lar run to Brewster, fifty-four miles 
away. 

The new engine, fifty-nine feet 
long, weighs 358,000 pounds, as com- 
pared with the 348,000-pound steam- 
driven Hudson type of locomotive 
which pulls the Twentieth Century 
and other crack trains. According to 
W. L. Lentz, engineer of motive 
power of the New York Central 
Lines, the steam locomotives now 


hauling suburban passenger traffic 


124,000 to 168,000 pounds. 


Mr. Lentz said that the new Diesel- 
electric locomotive, because of its 
great weight and high tractive start- 
ing effort, operates more smoothly 
than the light steam locomotives. He 
said it represents a practical experi- 
ment in how to meet heavy suburban 
passenger traffic conditions without 
the use of steam and without elec- 
trification of the line, which he 
termed very expensive. 

McIntosh & Seymour, engine build- 
ers of Auburn, N. Y., manufactured 
the twelve-cylinder, V-type engine 
which develops 880 horsepower. Two 
generators and four traction motors 
supplied by the General Electric 
Company create the current and 
drive the locomotive, which was built 
by the American Locomotive Com- 
pany of Schenectady. 

W. F. Collins, automotive engineer 
of the lines, will represent the rail- 
road on the final acceptance test to- 
day, which wil] decide whether this 
device is the one to produce smoother 
service of the suburban traffic on 
the Putnam division. This is the di- 
vision which runs through the Pocan- 
tico Hills estate of John D. Rocke- 
feller.

LOSER TO SEEK INJUNCTION 


counsel Argues H. B. Greene Co. 
Is Financially Capable—Citizens 
Union Backs Stewart Concern, 


The lowest bid for construction of 
the first section of the west side ex- 
press elevated highway, extending 
from Canal Street to Twenty-third 
Street, was rejected yesterday by the 
Board of Estimate. The bid was that 
of the H. B. Greene Contracting 
Company, which offered to do the 
work for $4,198,972. On motion of 
Borough President Julius Miller of 
Manhattan, sponsor for the project, 
the contract was awarded to the sec- 
ond lowest bidder, James B. Stewart 
& Co., at a price of $4,547,489. 

The award to the Stewart company 
was made by unanimous vote of the 
poard, despite the protest of Harry 
B. Greene and Samuel R. Weltz, at- 
torney for the Greene company. Mr. 
Weltz, who had received last Thurs- 
day one week to convince the board 
of his company’s stability, efficiency 
and financial capacity to complete 
the contract, declared as he left the 
Board of Estimate chamber that he 
would take the requisite legal steps 
to enjoin the execution of a contract 
between the borough president and 
the Stewart company. 

Mr. Weltz told the board that Mr. 
Greene on Wednesday night had en- 
tered into a partnership agreement 
with Walter S. Ray, a Pittsburgh 
engineer and contractor, which alli- 
ance had added $1,000,000 credit to 

“the Greene concern’s resources. Mr. 
Ray, the attorney said, had executed 


successfully many large construction 
contracts amounting to more than 
$500,000 each, including the building 
of concrete bridges in Ohio and the 
city reservoir at Nashville, Tenn. A 
letter was read in which a Pittsburgh 
bank and trust company certified to 
the high standing professionally and 
financially of Mr. Ray. Both he and 
Mr. Greene were present, but were 
not questioned. 

Borough President Miller put his 
motion to reject the Greene bid after 
Leo McDermott, representing the 
Citizens Union, had declared that his 
organization felt that the Stewart 
company, which had handled many 
large contracts for the city, had a 
more convincing background than 
did the lowest bidder. Making his 
motion, Mr. Miller said: 

“I will act upon the suggestion of 
the Citizens Union."’ 

To this Mayor Walker jocularly 
replied: 

“Don't let that become a habit 
with you!”’

EAST SIDE CAFETERIAS 


DAMAGED BY STRIKERS 


When Union Men Invade 


New Territory. 


Four arrests were made yesterday 
by the police when striking cafeteria 
workers for the first time invaded 
the east side, drove the patrons of 
several cafeterias to the street and 
broke chairs, tables and dishes. 

The disturbance occurred in three 
cafeterias on Delancey Street—the 
Paramount, at 126; the Tower, a few 
doors away, and a third at 111 De- 
lancey Street. The strikers entered, 
obtained food and sat quietly for a 
few minutes. Then. ata signal, they 
jumped to their feet, pushed dishes 
to the floor and shouted, ‘‘This place 
is on strike.’’ 

Patrons were driven to the street 
and women fainted as the strikers 
overturned tables and destroyed prop- 
erty, according to the police. At two 
of the cafeterias some of the workers 
joined the ranks of the strikers 

Patrolmen Kern, Stire and Gass- 
man arrested Morris Fishman, a 
striking waiter; Victor Johns of 311 


West Twentieth Street; George | 


Burns of 344 West Thirty-fifth 
Street, and Kamin Tabar of 356 West 
Fifty-sixth Street. Fishman and 
Johns were fined $25 each in Essex 
Market Court on charge of disorderly 
conduct. Burns and Tabar were dis- 
charged. 

Nathaniel Phillips, counsel for a 
group of cafeterias, declared that 
the raids on Delancey Street resulted 
in the destruction of several thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of property and 
were part of a campaign of ‘‘terror- 
ism and violence’’ which he would set 
forth today before Supreme Court 
Justice Callaghan in pending injunc- 
tion proceedings. He asserted that. 
unlike American Federation of Labor 
unions, the cafeterias workers ‘‘take 
the law into their own hands."’ 


WHALEN RAISES FOGARTY. 


Commander of Wall St. Squad Is 
Made Acting Police Captain. 
Police Commissioner Whalen has 
designated Lieutenant William J. 
Fogarty, commander of the Wall 
Street squad, as an Acting Captain. 
For two years Lieutenant Fogarty 
has commanded the squad which 
makes its headquarters in the Stock 

Exchange Building. 

Fogarty was appointed a _ patrol- 
man on Nov. 3, 1896, by Theodore 
Roosevelt, then Police Commuis- 
sioner. He became a friend of the 
Commissioner and served as his 
bodyguard whenever Roosevelt came 
here as President. Fogarty was 
transferred to the detective division 
in 1901. During the St. Louis Ex- 
position Pu Lun, the Chinese Prince 
who unveiled the statue of the Chi 
nese Empress at the exposition, 
knighted Fogarty as Sir John Knight 
of the Royal Dragon. 

Fogarty lives at 1,558 East Ninth 
Street, Brooklyn.

OTHERS VOTE TO HOLD OUT 


Employers Voice Confidence Normal 
Deliveries of Materials Will 
Be Possible Soon. 


Confident that normal deliveries of 
building material would be possible 
in three or four days, the Masons 
Material Dealers Association yester- 
day agreed to “‘‘sit tight’? and wait 
until Monday before deciding upon 
any other policy. 

Martin Lacey, head of Local 816 
of the Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
was elated because of the capitula- 


| tion of the Mutual Building Material 


Corporation, which signed the union 
agreement. J. Orsi, president of the 
corporation, forwarded to the union's 
headquarters at 446 West Thirty- 
fourth Street a working agreement 
covering the eleven chauffeurs and 
seven helpers in the employ of his 
concern. 

The union contract provides for a 
wage scale of $8 a day for drivers, $7 
a day for helpers, $1 an hour over- 
time and double pay for holidays; 
also a nine-hour day and recognition 
of the union. 


Mr. Orsi attended a meeting of ma- 
terial dealers yesterday in the offices 
of the association at the Grand 
Central Terminal and said that his 
company had acceded to the union's 
demands because his board of direc- 
tors was dominated by union men 
who voted to sign the union contract 
as a matter of sympathy. 

The employers said that three large 
material dealers continued delivery 
of materials yesterday. They were 
the Ames Building Material Com- 
pany, the C. J. Mallet Company 
and the Noonan Building Materials 
Company. 

According to the dealers the union 
chose ‘‘the wrong time’’ to strike be- 
cause, they asserted, conditions are 
bad, competition unusually severe 
and profits curtailed. 

Mr. Lacey said that the strikers 
were standing firm and that more 
than 1,300 had joined the walk-out. 
The employers declared this figure 
was too high. 

A. J. Portenar and P. J. Doyle of 
the State Labor Department offered 
their services yesterday in an at- 
tempt to mediate. They conferred 
with Colonel John M. Rose, man- 
aging director of the employers’ 
association, and will call on union of- 
ficials today.

HIS RECORD TRACED 


Prosecutor Says Rogues’ Gal- 
lery Picture Has Been Identified 
as That of W. J. Pierce. 


LINKS HIM TO A_ THEFT 


Lawyer for $5,000,000 University 
Project Is Questioned on Financ- 
ing of Scheme. 


Hans P. Freece, executive secre- 
tary and attorney for the American 
University Club of New York, Inc., 
a $5,000,000 project which is under 
investigation by District Attorney 
Banton, identified yesterday, accord- 
ing to Assistant Attorney 
Lehman, a rogues gallery picture as 
that of Walter J. Pierce, one of the 
two creators of the club idea. 
Pierce disappeared March 22 when 
some members of the temporary ad- 
visory board of the club project with- 
drew because of dissatisfaction over 
its financing. Since then he has not 
been seen by anybody connected with 
the temporary offices of the club at 
11 West Forty-second Street, al- 
though, Mr. Lehman said, Mr. 
Freece admi:ted that early in April 


Pierce callea Kim on the telephone 
from an office at 580 Fifth Avenue, 
said he was in a hurry to get out 
of town and asked how the club 
scheme was progressing. 


Police Record Revealed. 


A police record made public yes- 
terday by District Attorney Banton 


District 


Freece's indentification of the rogues 
gallery picture, showed that Pierce 
in March, 1923, was sentenced to 
Sing Sing for from one to two and a 
half years, after he had pleaded guil- 
ty before Judge Mulqueen in General 
Sessions to the theft of about $1,500 
from Merle J. St. John, a lawyer of 
80 Maiden Lane, in a stock transac- 
tion. Pierce gave the address 200 
West Fifty-fourth Street. His trial 
on a grand larceny indictment had 
started when he suddenly arose and 
entered a guilty plea. 

Mr. Freece said that he knew noth- 
ing about Pierce’s past criminal ac- 
tivities until he received reports of 


them in March, and Pierce resigned. | 


Then Mr. Freece told the prosecutor 
the circumstances under which the 
club scheme got under way. 

He said that in February of this 
year Pierce and a man named 
Charles R. Rangley, of whose iden- 
tity Mr. Lehman will try to learn 
more at a resumption of the inquiry 
today, came to him, employed him 
as their attorney to incorporate the 
International Membership Bureau, 
the headquarters of which was es- 
tablished in Mr. Freece’s Forty-sec 
ond Street office 

Following th‘s incorporation. Mr. 
Freece went on, Pierce and Rang- 
ley employed Mr. Freece to draw up 
the incorporation papers of the 
American University Club, which was 
to seek college men all over the 
country as members 


Sought 4,000 Members. 

The plan, as outlined by Pierce, the 
lawyer continued, was to obtain a 
membership of 4,000, through whom 
it was hoped to obtain the $5,000,000, 
only $2,000,000 of which was to be 
used for the actual construction of 
a clubhouse in this city. The re- 
maining $3,000,000 by that time 


would have been expended for ‘‘over- 


head’’ in putting the club scheme 
into effect. 

Pierce started out to enlist men of 
prominence in the project, and he 
and Rangley, according to Mr. 
Freece, employed twelve 
and an office force. Pierce was un- 
derstood to have induced the Rev. 
S. Parkes Cadman, Dr. John Grier 
Hibben, president of Princeton Uni- 
versity;

It was explained to prospects, Mr. 
Freece told the prosecutor, that the 
University Club in this city had a 
waiting list for membership of 2,400, 
and that there was need for a club 
such as that planned because of the 
inability of many university gradu- 
ates to obtain membership. 

‘‘Mr. Freece told me that he knew | 
nothing about the methods of ap- 
proach by Pierce and the others,”’ 
Mr. Lehman said. ‘‘He told me that 
all he did was to confine himself to 
the office work at a salary of $100 
*~ week, and when Pierce disap- 
peared Mr. Freece took full charge. 
Mr. Freece said he had been paid | 
about $500 as a fee for drawing up 
the incorporation papers for the 
club, but insisted was not 


any money from the project. 

“There are four stenographers em- 
ployed in the Forty-second Street 
headquarters at salaries ranging from 
$25 to $35 a week, while Rangley 
received $50 a week and Stanley Ja- 
hoda, appointed by Pierce and Rang- 
iey acting treasurer of the project, 
received $100 a week. 


Vague About Financing. 

“‘Mr. Freece’s knowledge of the fin- 
ancial status of the so-called club 
seemed very hazy. He said he could 
not even estimate how much money 
was in the funds of the project, how 
much had been received or how much 
had been paid out. Mr. Jahoda was 
the only person who could tell about 
those things, he continued, and he 
promised to bring both Mr. Jahoda 
and Rangley here for questioning to- 
morrow forenoon. 


‘Mr Freece, who, I understand, is 
connected in some way with the 
American Bible or Tract Society, ad- 
mitted that while but a little more 
than 200 men were induced to apply 
for membership in the proposed clu 
and had paid various sums as instal- 
ments on life memberships, only two 


'expenses would be paid from 


first-class life membership of $750. 

‘‘He explained that the life mem- 
bership was divided into two classes 

resident and non-resident, but that 
in the cases of clergymen and uni- 
versity professors the life member- 
ship amounted to as low as $350. He 
admitted that payments for life 
memberships were received in instal- 
ments, the customary demand being 
for $200 as the first instalment, al- 
though in many cases it was much 
less. 

‘‘He illustrated the division of the

HEATH HENS DWINDLE TO 1. 


Game Bird of Martha's Vineyard All 
but Extinct, Census Shows. 
BOSTON, May 2 (#).—Out of the 
flocks of heath hens that once inhab- 
ited Martha’s Vineyard only one bird 
is alive today, according to a census 
taken by Dr. Alfred O. Gross, Pro- 
fessor of Biology at Bowdoin College, 
who undertook a study of the heath 
hen’s decline several years ago for 


the State Department of Conserva- 


tion. 

Despite efforts to save this game 
bird from extinction, a count in the 
Spring of 1927 showed that only 
thirteen remained on the island. By 
the following Spring this number 
had dwindled to three, all of which 


were males, and last Fall only two 
were left. Since last December only 
one bird has been seen. Because 
the entire island has been thoroughly

The process was worked out within 
the last week by scientists at Ohio 
State University, and its aim is to 
enable sugar farmers to overcome 
pad crop years. It was stated that 
on an average two out of every three 
years brought poor yields for the 
beet growers. Credit for the new 
method of control was given to Dr. 
James R. Withrow, director of the 
chemical engineering department at 
the university, and to an assistant 
in the experiments, Dr. A. R. Chop- 
pin of Baton Rouge. La. : 

The problem of bad years in the 
beet sugar industry is in large part 
due to a gum in the juice of the 
peets. It produces little sugar, but 
jenty of molasses. The molasses is 
salable, but at a much lower price 
than sugar. The gum, it was ex- 
plained, was caused by solid matter 
in the juice which was not soluble. | 
Lime sulfitation to overcome siml- 
lar gum in cane sugar juice, per- 
fected by Dr. Withrow some years 
ago, eliminated a like paoblem for 
the cane farmers. The use of lime 
and sulphur dioxide to fight the gum 
in sugar beet refining has not had 
as great success, owing to the diffi- 
culty of knowing just how much gum 
was present and how much lime and 


gulphur to use. 
Ethy! alcohol and _ hydrochloric 
acid are used in the _ perfected 
method for control of the gum in 


sugar beet juice, and the amount of 
gum can be accurately and quickly 
determined, the inventors reported 
in their paper this morning.

UNIFORM RATE IN CITY BABY’S NAME IN RECORD

poration, the Checker Cab Service 
Company and the Yellow Taxi Cor- 
poration were to discuss the recent 
increase in taxicab insurance and the 
2 cents-a-gallon gasoline tax which 
went into effect Wednesday, was 
postponed yesterday, probably until 
next week. 

A. 8S. Freed, president of Para- 
mount, said that the industry was in 
a ‘‘turmoil’’ and that he believed the 
time was ripe for concerted action to 
place the business on a uniform rate 
basis. 

Henry Weiss, president of the 
Checker Company, declared that ‘‘if 
we find the additional burden of in- 
creased gasoline and insurance rates 
too heavy,’ his organization pro- 
posed an increase of 5 cents ‘‘on the 
first drop of the meter,"”’ the rate for 


the rest of the run to remain un- 
changed. ‘‘We do not care,” he 
added, ‘‘to raise the amount any 


more than is necessary to cover the 
additional cost of operation.’’ 

Mr. Freed concurred in this view. 
He suggested the appointment of a 
commission, similar to the Transit 
Commission, to regulate taxi trans- 
He advocated 


portation in the city. 
a system along the lines of that in 
Pennsylvania, where, he said, it is 


necessary to obtain a certificate of 


public necessity before cabs may be 
operated. In New York, he said, 
“any one with $100 can operate a 
cab,’’ whereas in Pennsylvania the 
operator is first required to estab- 
lish financial standing. 

‘‘Besides,’’ Mr. Freed said, ‘‘we are 
very much in favor of establishing a 
uniform fare rate for all 
operated in this city, so that no cab 
will operate at any different rate. 
This would serve to eliminate the 
‘gyp' type of operator.”’ 

Mr. Freed said independent owner- 
‘drivers ‘of taxicabs were rapidly 
losing ground. According to official 
figures, he declared, the number of 
cabs in the city had declined since 
March from 19,500 to 16,500, while 
fleet operators with large capital 
were putting on the streets 1,500 new 
cabs a month. 

Alderman Edward W. Curley, it 
was learned, will introduce on Tues- 
day an amendment to the existing 
ordinance relating to taxicab rates, 
increasing the initial legal rate from 
20 to 25 cents.

EXONERATES PILOT 
IN CRASH KILLING 14 


Essex County Grand Jury Votes 


Not to Indict Lou Foote in 
Newark Air Tragedy. 


HE WAS SOLE SURVIVOR 


Information Gathered in City and 


State Investigations Con- 
sidered by Body. 


Lou Foote, pilot of the tri-motored 
airplane which crashed in the New- 
ark Meadows on March 17, killing 
fourteen persons, was exonerated of 
all blame for the tragedy by the Es- 
sex County grand jury last night. 

Foote, the pilot of Colonial 
Transport, and the sole survivor of 
the accident, was at liberty on bail 
of $5,000 on a charge of man- 
slaughter. 

The plane, which took off from 
Newark airport, was about two miles 
from the field when one motor went 
dead. He tried to land the plane in 
a field just beyond the Central Rail- 
road tracks, but was unable to main- 
tain sufficient height to clear a rail- 
road car loaded with sand. 

Thirteen pasengers were killed out- 
Tight and the fourteenth died the 
next day. When Foote recovered con- 
sciousness he told of his experience. 
He believed for several days that he 
Was the only one seriously injured. 

Foote was in the hospital for more 
than a month. Information gathered 
in investigations as to the cause of 
the accident by the city, county and 
Federal authorities was turned over 
to the Grand Jury. 

The announcement of Foote’s 
exoneration was made in a brief 
statement issued by the office of 
Joseph Smith, the Essex County 
Prosecutor. It said only that the 
Grand Jury had voted not to indict 
him. The case has been under con- 
sideration for four days.

Margaret Lawrence, actress, ac-

On two oc- 
casions, he asserted, he found the 
actress in what he believed was an 
inebriated condition. A _ physician 
and two nurses were attending her, 
he added.

Miss Lawrence emphatically denied 
she had been drinking when Zwicki 
visited her and explained her indis- 
position had been due to an illness 
suffered after she was struck by a 
taxicab. The actress took particu- 
lar exception to the maid's tesfi- 
mony that she had drunk alcoholic 
liquor before her two young daugh- 
ters, declaring she had never done 
so. She was highly nervous under 
cross-examination and frequently 
wept. Once she pleaded: 

“Oh, must you drag my children 
into this?’’ 

To refute the charge of improvi- 
dence, Miss Lawrence spoke of own- 
ing property in Park Avenue and in 
Studio City, Cal. The actress said 
that she not only had sent her sis- 
ters through college, but was spend- 
ing a considerable sum for her 
daughters’ education. She said her 
salary varied from $800 to $1,000 
weekly 

Mr. Eddinger died in Pittsburgh 
on Jan. 8. A divorce action filed by 
his wife was then pending in the 
Supreme Court here.

KEEP LEGISLATIVE AGENT 


Contributions Made to Taxpayers’

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Annual 
expenditures of about $100,000 during 
1927 and 1928 by the Light and 
Power Association of California, su: 
tained by the power utilities of that 
State, were disclosed before the Fed 
eral Trade Commission today by 
James Pollard of Salinas, Cal., the 
association's secretary. 

Mr. Pollard said these disburse- 
ments included the salary and main- 
tenance of a ‘‘registered legislative 
representative’? at Sacramento ana 
of contributions to a number of or- 
ganizations, but disclaimed any use 
of these funds for ‘‘publicity’’ pur- 
poses. 

The witness did not produce rec- 
ords and files sought by commission 
counsel. 

Records of the association, the wit- 
ness said in response to questions by 
the commission counsel, Robert E. 
Healy, are confined to ‘‘a single led- 
ger’’ in which current receipts and 
disbursements are kept. Only in- 


formal memoranda of the monthly! 


meetings held by the association and 
attended by representatives of its 
affiliated organizations are kept, he 
asserted, and these are destroyed. 
Following A. Emory Wishon, vice 
president and general manager of the 
Great Western Power Company and 
the San Joaquin Light and Power 
Company, on the witness stand, Mr, 
Pollard said he had destroyed fe 
records of receipts and disburse- 
ments turned over to him when he 
became secretary of the association

Contributions of the association to 
the California Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, amounting to between $25,000 
and $30,000 a year, have been made 
annually since 1926, Mr. Wishon said. 
The association also contributes to 
the California Electric Bureau, the 
State Irrigation Association, the 
California Committee on the Rela- 
tions of Electricity to Agriculture 
and other research organizations 
which benefit the electrical industry.

A GREAT DEBATE. 

There was a mighty intellectual 
demonstration in the Senate on 
May Day. Senator WATSON, setting 
forth the official Republican, con- 
Sequently his present, views on 
farm relief, kindled an equal flame 
of thought in some other august 
ones. Agricultural distress is only 
a vehicle of politics. That is the 
perpetual fire of Senators, what- 
ever the occasion of lighting it. Mr. 
ROBINSON and Mr. WATSON twit- 
ted each other with’ inconsistency 
For once it is a pleasure to agree 
with Colonel BROOKHART. It doesn't 
make any difference to the farmers 
or the country whether the Arkan- 
gas or the Indiana agricole was in- 
consistent. ‘‘ A foolish consistency,” 
wrote” EMERSON, “is the hobgoblin 
“of little minds, adored by little 
“ statesmen.” 

So it cannot he expected of a 
Senator, nor should he be reproached 
with the want of it. In 1928 who 
knew, who knows now, what “ the 
farmer” wants? The Democratic 
text was variously glossed on the 
stump. So was the Republican. If 
Mr. WATSON doted on and voted for 
the equalization fee, it was but pro- 
visionally. If he had known posi- 
tively that Mr. CooLipce would veto 
it the second time, he “ would not 
have voted for it.” He wanted to 
coddle the Hoosier farmers, but it 
pained his honest soul to disagree 
with a Republican President. So, if 
as a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for President he spoke 
a little peevishly about Mr. HOOVER, 
that was before he had had time to 
study and appreciate Mr. HOOVER'S 
character. 

He bows to the will of the party, 
of the people. The once loved 
equalization fee now irregular. 
Much as he thinks of the farmers, 
he values regularity more. So Sen- 
ator ROBINSON, first as a Senator 
and then as a candidate for Vice 
President, had an opportunity to 
make a full conspectus and liberal 
circuit of farm relief. If he made 
concessions to geography or waived 
constitutional objections, he didn’t 
exceed his privileges. On the other 
hand, Senator CARAWAY strayed 
from the record when he lugged in 
statements made by Mr. WATSON 
in Indiana. What a Senator says or 
does in his own State, while he is 
candidating, should be regarded as 
a privileged communication or an 
aside. 

As the majority 
Senate Mr. WATSON, standing by 
President HOOVER and the House, 
ranges himself with what he hopes 
_ will be a majority of Senators. It 
Was unjust for Mr. ROBINSON to 
charge him with shifting “ when he 
finds he’s right.” He unhappy 
when he finds himself irregular. 
When he knows that he is regular, 
he knows that he is right. Oppor- 
tunist as he is, his position on farm 
relief is more sensible than Mr. 
ROBINSON'S. He is content with the 
practicable: “I take what I can 
get.” Mr. ROBINSON and too many 
other Democrats prefer the show of 
trying for what they know they 
can’t get. To join with the insur- 
gents in guerrilla politics is to con- 
tinue that wise policy which has so

HOTEL POPULARITY. 


It was inevitable that at the final 
dinner in the Waldorf-Astoria the 
famous maitre d’hétel should have 
seemed to be the man whom all 
delighted to honor. ‘ OscaR of the 
Waldorf” has won a deserved re- 
pute. His cuisine, his competent ser- 
vice, his attention to every want of 
his guests, his familiar acquaintance 
with the most noted men of his time 
—all have contributed to make him 
one of the notable figures of the city. 
He has in his lifetime become some- 
thing almost symbolic, even mythi- 
cal. He has come to represent not 
merely an individual man, but a sort 
of embodiment of all the indefinite 
and abstract ideas which people 
associate with the traditional “ Mine 
Host.” Such a personage who might 
seem to have stepped out of CHAU- 
CER or HOGARTH undoubtedly consti- 
tuted for many years a great asset 
for the Waldorf-Astoria. Perhaps 
no single individual contributed more 
than he to its long maintainod pres- 
tige and popularity. 

However, a great modern hotel is 
a building and a corporation to 
finance, as well as a scene for genial 
entertainment. Without the bold- 
ness and vigor and constructive abil- 
ity of Georce C. BOoLpt, with the 
trust of the ASTORS in his judgment, 
there would have been no Waldorf- 
Astoria—at least not so early as the 
time when it was erected. At first 
it was hastily called a “folly,” but 
speedily it became a feature of the 
metropolis. It may be said that the 
very largeness of its original plan 
and the spacious scale of its build- 
ing became in time the reason why 
it had to be given up for a more 
modern structure. This is not less 
elegant, but much more economical 
of space than was the Waldorf- 
Astoria. Rising land values and 
overhead have compelled change to 
the new style. The case was put 
epigrammatically by Oscag himself 
when he said that every day the 
hotel had to pay $1.25 Im taxes for 
each room. Such economic pressure 
calls for more rooms in the same 
area. 

No single formula is known which 
explains why one hotel is immensely 
popular and another is not. Person- 
alities have much to do with it. Lo- 
cation means a good deal. Old habit 
plays a part. When these and vari- 
ous other things enter into the mys- 
terious combination that brings pop- 
ularity, the result is beyond calcula- 
tion in dollars and cents. 


INNOCENTS IN JOURNALISM. 


The press thus far heard from is 
practically a unit in deploring the 
newspaper investments of the In- 
ternational Paper and Power Com- 
pany. This will doubtless surprise 
Mr. GRAUSTEIN, the International's 
president, as did the storm which 
arose in New England over the pur- 
chase of The Boston Herald-Trav- 
eler. His candid testimony before the 
Federal Trade Commission seemed 
to come from a heart as innocent 
as it is pure: he could not see why 
the fact that his corporation is in- 
terested in rates.for public utilities 
made it a suspicious partner in 
journalism. Perhaps he is still un- 
convinced even after reading the 
opinions of experienced editors. But 
if he is beginning to have any doubt 
of at least the wisdom of his judg- 
ment, the mixture of silence and 
alarm on the part of his business 
associates in the newspapers whose 
names he gave to the commission 
should help to persuade him that he 
has made a tactical blunder. 

A part of the press has com- 
mented savagely, spoken of “ bought 
editors’ and ascribed to Mr. GRAU- 
STEIN and the International a delib- 
erate purpose to poison the well of 
public information. 3ut generally 
the criticism has been considerate; 
it has addressed itself not so much 
to disparaging the motives of the 
International as to explaining the 
necessity of keeping newspapers 
utterly independent of business or 
other influences. That is the chief 
point. Newspapers are managed and 
edited by mere human beings, most 
of them employes. Their knowledge 
that a powerful outside influence, 
interested in many phases of public 
affairs, sits in the Board of Direc- 
tors may conceivably play a part in 
their treatment This is 
the most unfortunate development 
possible in the situation brought 
about by the International's ill- 
judged move. It tends to shake pub- 
lic confidence in the press; it gives 
weight to the generally unfounded 
complaints of politicians, agitators 
and others with a personal griew- 
ance; and it hampers the newspa- 
per known to be under obligations 
to power interests. Added to this 
burden is the impression that some 
of the International's purchases 
were made at high prices and to 
control very small quantities of the 
newsprint on the sale of which its 
mills depend. Even to be a cus- 
tomer of the International after 
these revelations puts on any paper 
burden of proof that it has 
been included in the financing 
scheme,

THE 57TH STREET BRIDGE. 


The project for a great bridge 
across the Hudson River at Fifty- 
seventh Street, to cost $180,000,000 
and to carry twelve trains abreast 
and twenty-four lanes of trolleys, 
buses and private automobiles, stirs 
even the imagination jaded by the 
wonders of modern finance and en- 
gineering. Measured by contempo- 
rary standards, the sum involved is 
not so huge. The proposed west side 
improvement will, cost nearly as 
much, the new subway three times 
as much. But for a bridge, $180,- 
000,000 sets a record. The Hudson 
River Bridge under the auspices of 
the Port Authority will cost only 
about a third of that sum. If the 
other is ever built, it will bestride 
the river like a colossus, dwarfing 
the great ships that pass under- 
neath much as the skyscrapers 
on lower Broadway dwarf Trinity 
Church. 

It is not a new undertaking. For 
forty years Mr. LINDENTHAL, vet- 
eran engineer and architect of the 
Hell Gate Bridge over the East 
River, has devoted his unflagging 
energies to its promotion. The Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad, which has 
long sought a terminal in Manhat- 
tan, now appears as an “ interested 
observer” of his efforts, although 
the railroad has refrained from for- 
mally joining with the North River 
Bridge Company in making applica- 
tion to the Secretary of War for 
approval of the plan. The Secre- 
tary must decide whether the piers 
of the bridge, or the span itself, 
would interfere with shipping or 
obstruct harbor defenses. This is 
all that is involved in the present 
request. If the War Department 
accedes to it, Mr. LINDENTHAL and 
have to secure 
the approval of the communities on 
both sides of the Hudson. 

When they come to lay their per- 
fected plans before the Board of 
Estimate of this city, that body will 
be called upon to give them the 
closest scrutiny. Large questions 
of municipal policy cre involved. Is 
Fifty-seventh Street a fit target for 
such a broadside of traffic? A pas- 
senger terminal to the north of that 
point would hardly suit the conve- 
nience of either the railroads or the 
public, and a vehicular crossing 
there might encroach on the domain 
of the Fort Washington Bridge now 
under construction. To the south 
the terrain is more suitable for tun- 
nels than for bridges. But the 
handling in this already congested 
area of a hundred thousand vehicles 
a day, not counting those that would 
go to fetch passengers and baggage 
from the proposed terminal, would 
present a staggering traffic prob- 
lem. The freight handling aspects 
of the problem, too, look at first 
sight as if they might complicate 
the situation on the west side re- 
sulting from the elimination of the 
New York Central's tracks from 
“Death Avenue” and the building 
of Borough President MILLER’S mo- 
tor highway. Such questions may 
be discussed more intelligently when 
the final plans come before the 
Board of Estimate. 


“ MUCH GOODS LAID UP.” 


In the parable, the man who had 
“much goods laid up for many 
years" thought of nothing but tak- 
ing his ease. It is one of the most 
hopeful indications of our time that 
so many men of great wealth are 
looking about to find a way to put 
to best community use what they 
have amassed, before they have to 
go. They are not trusting to sen- 
timent alone to guide them, nor are 
they as a rule moved primarily by 
the spectacular notice which great 
gifts invite or by the laudable de- 
sire to perpetuate their names. They 
wish to know how to do the most 
good, to find some human invest- 
ments which will yield the greatest 
income of welfare without waste, 
instead of taking their ease for the 
rest of their days. 

Mr. AUGUST HECKSCHER, whose 
gift of $4,000,000 for child health 
and recreation was reported yester- 
day, is one of these. He came to 
America a young man. Here he has 
made his fortune and here he began 
his experiments in philanthropy. 
He has been balked in some of his 
efforts—notably his vast improved 
housing plan—but, though past 80, 
goes on with undiminished zeal. He 
has come back to the child as after 
all the best investment—and the city 
child as the particular child be- 
cause the country child already has 
as his birthright some of the things 
which Mr. HECKSCHER would bring 
to city children. The new Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Mr. HYDE, enu- 
merated them in a Child Health 
Day address: sunshine, when the 
sun shines; fresh air, tones of quiet, 
plenty of space, contact with nature, 
a femily system with grades of work 
for the child, an apprenticeship un- 
der the “ homely tutelage " of father 
and mother,

the activities in his central building, 
has already achieved for the chil- 
dren of New York. 


TAKING JOHNNY DOWN A PEG. 


A spoiled child among a group at 
play or in a schoolroom is a severe 
trial to the grown person in charge. 
If some means of unspoiling him 
could be found, parents and teachers 
would feel like presenting a medal 
to the inventor of the scheme that 
would work. It is not only his own 
willfulness or complacent position 
in the limelight that irks his elders. 
He has a distressing effect on the 
behavior of the other children, who 
are, according to their various tem- 
peraments, made sulky or equally 
pert. Dr. ALFRED ADLER, founder of 
the behavior clinics in the public 
schools of Vienna, tells in Children, 
the Magazine for Parents, some of 
the ways in which the youngster 
who usurps the centre of the stage 
may be reduced to his proper posi- 
tion painlessly. 

Descriptions of how to train chil- 
dren are as hard to follow as direc- 
tions for building a superheterodyne 
set, unless they can be related to 
practical experience. Most parents 
probably do not realize how their 
spoiled child “ got that way,” though 
they will admit, if they follow mod- 
ern educational theories, that it is 
somehow their own fault. Dr. ADLER 
writes concretely from his own expe- 
riences with more spoiled boys and 
girls than an average parent sees in 
a long lifetime, and he assumes that 
his readers know that some grown 
person is responsible for the attitude 
of the kind of child he discusses. 

Undue prominence given to an in- 
dividual in his little world is the 
doctor’s blanket explanation of the 
spoiled child. Sometimes the trouble 
is started in the most innocent way 

because the child is beautiful or 
talented or a natural leader. An only 
girl or an only boy in a family of 
several children is likely to appear 
more important than the others. A 
sickly child relinquishes the advan- 
tages of illness most reluctantly 
after health is gained. The child who 
for any of these reasons or who has 
learned by experience that he can 
get his own way by an exhibition of 
temper achieves more prominence 
than is good for him. He is grow- 
ing up under a handicap, for society 
is not aware that he should be spe- 
cially favored after he leaves the 
security of home. The other chil- 
dren, who resent the attentions 
heaped on the petted darling. feel 
inferior, and become “ peevish, rest- 
less, lazy and indifferent.” 

The cure is so beautifully simple 
that many parents will regard it 
skeptically. Yet it has worked for 
Dr. ADLER. He makes no attempt to 
do anything directly with the boy or 
girl at the top of the heap. First 
he convinces the teacher or parents 
that the child's singularity is not 
due to an inherited trait. It is the 
result of exterior causes. Then the 
grown persons in charge are taught 
to ignore as much as possible the 
spoiled child, at the same time train- 
ing the others to believe that they 
can become as clever—and as impor- 
tant—as the favored one by trying 
hard, Parents may find it difficult 
to ignore the wails of a once pam- 
pered and now neglected child, who 
will doubtless have rather a bad 
time for a while, but the other chil- 
dren should have a glorious holiday 
in their enforced spotlight.

THE MAGRUDER CASE. 

Rear Admiral THOMAS P. Ma- 
GRUDER was relieved of his command 
at the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
eighteen months ago and placed on 
“ waiting orders "’ by an order which 
Secretary WILBUR described as “ not 
punitive but administrative.” The 
Admiral asked for a hearing by 
President CooLipGE, which was de- 
nied him, mainly because Secretary 
WILBUR had acted for what he con- 
sidered the best interests of the 
service and the matter was entirely 
within his jurisdiction. The Ad- 
miral wants to do something more 
for his full pay than wait for or- 
ders, and his friends have asked 
Secretary ADAMS to take up his 
case with a view to giving him an 
active command if he has been too 
harshly dealt with or has been 
disciplined sufficiently. 

If the order of Secretary WILBUR 
was not intended to be punitive, the 
question arises whether administra- 
tive purposes have been served by 
the Admiral's eighteen months of 
waiting. Was Admiral MAGRUDER’S 
offense, which consisted in criticiz- 
ing naval organization and expen- 
ditures, so injurious to the service 
and so objectionable as an example 
to junior officers that he must re- 
tire from the navy under a cloud? 
Furthermore, cannot a better use 
be made of the Admiral than to keep 
him on waiting orders? 

Indiscriminate criticism of the ad- 
ministration of the navy by officers 
must be condemned. As a general 
rule, whatever fault is found with 
the service should go through the 
proper channel, as required by the 
regulations; but there have been 
occasions when it seemed that 
something should be said publicly. 
That was certainly the principle 
upon which Admiral SIMS, retired, 
acted when he believed that things 
were going wrong and could not be 
righted in any other way. However 
inaccurate Admiral MAGRUDER may 
have been in some of the details of 
his strictures, it cannot be doubted 
that he was actuated by a desire 
to reform organization and to stop 
waste in expenditure. One thing 
may be ventured: Secretary ADAMS 
with an open mind will review the 
Magruder case and decide whether, 
in view of the Admiral’s record of 
more than forty years and his mo- 
tives in assuming the rdle of critic, 
it would not be punitive, after eigh- 
teen months of waiting for it, to 
deny him a post of usefulness.

'ASK REHEARING ON BAR 
TO ALIENS IN CANADA 


Counsel in Cook-Danelon Case 
Contest Terms of the Supreme 
Coart’s Decision. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.-—A petition 
for a rehearing of the decision by 
the United States Supreme Court in 
which it was held that non-native 
Canadians are barred by law from 
crossing the border daily to engage 
in labor in this country was filed 
with the court today in behalf of 

ry Cook and Antonio Danelon. 
' In this case the court ruled that 
Mary Cook, a British subject, and 
Danelon, a native of Italy, both of 
whom lived in Canada, and who were 
looking for work on this side of the 
border, must be regarded as quota 
immigrants. It reversed a judgment 
of the Second Circuit of Appeals. 

The petition for rehearing urged 
that the respondents came within 
the meaning of the clause of the 
immigration law which provides that 
an alien may be admitted to the 
United States ‘‘temporarily for busi- 
|ness or pleasure.”’ 

The court held that the word ‘‘bus- 
iness’’ as used, must ‘“‘be limited in 
application to intercourse of a com- 
mercial character,’’ and _ further 
“that the departmental regulation to 
the effect that temporary visits for 
the purpose of performing labor for 
hire was not within the purview of 
the act is in accordance with Con- 
gressional intent.’’ 

Counsel for the two aliens con- 
tended in today’s brief that the 
meaning of the term ‘‘business’’ as 
adopted by the court in the Cook- 
Danelon case did not conform to pre- 
vious judicial definitions, and argued 
that under the court’s decision all 
aliens, including native Canadians, 
would be barred from temporarily

|mained domiciled in Canada.

turers. Later, said Holderman, the 
plan to ‘‘shake down’’ the employers 
was revealed to him and he promptly 
notified the police, who were kept 
informed of the ‘‘negotiations,’’’ dur- 
ing which Holderman turned over to 
them $150, which he said the man 
had given him.

The circumstances of his death led 
to much baseless gossip among his 
acquaintances. The writings above 
mentioned do not even intimate 
that any one had expressed the

Scholz Would Give Athletes 
Voice in Meet Management to 
Stop Sharp Practice. 


COMMITTEE WOULD CONTROL 


Sprinter Links Competitors, A. A. U. 
and Games Organization—Ferris 


Sees Loopholes in Suggestion. 


By ARTHUR J. DALEY. 


In an effort to eliminate in the fu- 
ture any suspicion of sharp practice 
in amateur athletics, Jackson Scholz, 
former sprint suggests a new 
system of arranging track meets in 
an article in the current issue of the 
New York Athletic Club publication, 
The Winged Foot, which made its 
appearance yesterday. Scholz would 
give the competitor a voice in the 
conduct of track games. He believes 
that by linking up the competing 
athlete and the A. A. U. with the) 
promoter in arranging for the meet 
any underhand tactics by the pro- 
moter would be abolished effectually. 

The first step in the proposal is 
the banding together of the athletes 
themselves into an _ organization 
which Scholz terms ‘‘the competi- 
tors’ board of the A. A. U.”’ Then 
he goes on to suggest the formation 
of ‘‘a committee of three men, called 
the selection committee, composed 
of an A. A. U. representative, a 
‘competitors’ board’ representative 
and a representative of the organi- 
zation who wishes to stage a set of 
amateur games.”’ 

This committee, which 
change from meet to meet, would 
make contacts with all prominent 
athletes whom the promoter would 
like to have at his games. The pro- 
moter would submit this set of names 
and then withdraw to the back- 
ground. All arrangements would be 
made by the committee, including 
expenses, and all correspondence 
would be signed by each of the threc. 


Books Would Be Open. 


Since the promoter would have no 
direct dealings with the athletes, ex- 
cessive expense money would be out 
of the question, Schloz believes, 
since the committee in charge would 
handle the financial matters. Of 
course the possibility of the promoter 
making secret connection with the 
athlete still remains, but Scholz be- 
lieves this to be a negligible factor. 
The books would be open to all, and 
a drop in the returns as computed 
by the committee and as reported to 
the club by the promoter would leave 
the latter liable to investigation. 

Scholz declares that ‘‘the larger 
meets are promoted by organizations 
whose repute and integrity could 
hardly be questioned. If they would 
agree to the method of selection, | 
they would commit themselves to the 
point where they could hardly af- 
ford to offer bribes on the side. If 
such a thing has been done at pres- 
ent, it is merely because it has be- 
come an accepted practice, and that 
the various organizations have not 
agreed among themselves to conform 
to certain standards.” 

Daniel J. Ferris, secretary-treas- 
urer of the A. A. U., commented on 
Scholz’s article last night by stating 
that the new proposal had the same 
loopholes that other plans have had. 
In Ferris's opinion, the promoter 
could still dicker with star athletes 
behind the backs of the special com- 
mittee and financial reports could be 
falsified in some manner. 

“On many occasions we have de- 
manded financial reports on various 
meets,’’ declared Ferris, ‘‘and every 
time there was not the slightest in- 
dication that everything was not on 
the level. The only foolproof system 
is to have honest and sportsmanlike 
promoters, and then our troubles 
would be over.”’

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PASTOR FIGHTS SUIT 
TO STOP STOCK SALE 


Fenwicke B. Holmes Denies He 
Linked Mining Promotion 
With Religious Work. 


COURT RESERVES DECISION 


Justice May Indicates He Will Not 


Grant Injunction Asked by 
Attorney General Ward. 


Denying that he has ever engaged 
in the sale or promotion of mining 
stock in connection with his religious 
work, Fenwicke B. Holmes, pastor 
of the Church of the Healing Christ, 
opposed in the Supreme Court in| 
Brooklyn yesterday the application 
by Attorney General Hamilton Ward 
for an injunction to restrain him and 


three others from selling stock of 
the Fremont Grant, Inc. 

Justice May, although reserving 
formal decision on the application, 
intimated that he saw no reason for 
enjoining the pastor. 

*‘Everybody in New York seems to 
be boosting some stock or other,”’ 
the court said. ‘‘If I restrain these 
defendants, nearly every one in New 
York would have to be restrained.’”’ 

Mr. Holmes has conducted services 
in the Waldorf-Astoria on Sundays. 
He has also broadcast his teachings 
over the radio and contends that he 
has a radio audience second only to 
Dr. Cadman’'s. The Attorney Gen- 
eral’s proceeding, which is also di- 
rected against the pastor’s brother, 
William Holmes; William C. Carr, a 
stock broker of 74 Trinity Place, and 
the Fremont Grant, Inc., was brought 
on the ground that the defend- 
ants have been engaged in selling 
and promoting worthtess stock in 
mining property in Mariposa County, 
Cal. The Attorney General alleges 
that the property has not been 
worked for years and that some of 
the mines are completely filled with 
water. 

fhrough his counsel, Representa- 
tive Warren I. Lee of Brooklyn, Mr. 
Holmes denied that he had engaged 
in any conspiracy to sell or promote 
the stock. Carr said that he had dis- 
continued its sale months ago. Wil- 
liam Holmes asserted that he had 
never made false representations 
about the stock and that the mining | 
property would yi a considerable | 
profit. The F t Grant, Inc., 
contended that directors of the 
corporation wer epared to invest 
$500,000 addition:: « apital to develop | 
the project, so «uifident were they 
of its ultimate yielv. 

Replying to the Attorney General's 
allegation that the Holmes brothers | 
taught the principles of ‘‘metaphys- | 
ical heading for the mind as well as 
material prosperity,’’ through the! 
manipulation of a fraudulent stock 
promotion scheme, counsel for the 
pastor said: 

‘“‘Fenwicke Holmes has addressed 
thousands of persons from the lec- 
ture platform and, although he had 
unlimited opportunity to do so, he} 
has never mentioned this company 
or its stock. He spoke of stock to 
only one person, an old friend, and 
that person was really influenced 
to buy by Mr. Holmes’s brother, Wil- | 
liam Holmes. 

“‘Fenwicke Holmes has never made 
a dollar from the sale of this stock. 
He has written ten books on re- 
ligion, philosophy and phychology, 
and his income has been derived 
from them. He has spent his entire | 
life in the service of mankind.” | 

The Attorney General said he would | 
submit supplemental affidavits to 
convince the court that all four de- 
fendants should be enjoined. He | 
cited a number of persons who are 
alleged to have bought the stock and 
read a letter purported to have been 
written by Mr. Holmes recommend- | 
ing the stock.

Mr. Lamont selected as the out- 
standing feature of the survey the 
fact that the foreign funds put into 
brokers’ loans as of Dec. 31 totaled 
only $207,479.000, which although 
more than double the amount at the 
same time in 1927, when the total 
was $101,362,000, was, he said, con- 
siderably smaller than generally had 
been believed to be the case. 

The Commerce Department survey 
placed the total short-term funds due 
to foreigners at the end of 1928 at 
$2,985.141,000, as compared 
$3.100,333,000 at the end of 1927 
eign deposits with Americans were 
put at $1,750,943,000, on Dec. 31, 1928, 
as against $1,037,989,000 on the same 
date in 1927. 

Total short-term 
abroad were put at $1,347,047,000 on 
Dec. 31, as against $1,236,137,000 on 
the same date in the previous year. 


Abroad Increased, 


“The American money market,” 
Secretary Lamont's statement read, 
“exported a net of about $226,000,000 
of short-term capital last year, along 
with its huge net export of long- 
term capital. This net result was 


accomplished by an increase of $111,- 
000,000 = in American = short-term 
funds abroad and a decrease of 
$115,0.0,000 in foreign short-term 
funds in the United States 

Outstanding features of 
vey are:

Cuban is iia Says “High Sugar 
Duties Would Disrupt Trade 
and Create Suspicion. 


ASSAILS PLATT AMENDMENT 


Member of World Court, Who Sails 
Today on Homeric, Asserts It 
Arouses Hatred of Us. 


Dr. Antonio Sanchez de 
mente, Cuban jurist and member of 
the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, who arrived in this 
city from Havana yesterday, de- 
clared that a high American tariff 
on sugar would have a serious effect 
on the commercial relations between 
Cuba and the United States and 
would create suspicion of this coun- 
try among Latin-American nations. 

Dr. Bustamente said that as Cuba 
would be compelled to dispose of the 
sugar crop wherever she could find 
a market she would turn to Europe 
and Latin-American States if the 
American tariff were unduly in- 
creased. If most of the crop were 
shipped to Europe, he said, foreign 
products would, of 
shipped to Cuba, thus disturbing the 
normal commercial relations _ be- 
tween Cuba and the United States. 

By raising the tariff on sugar the 
United States would run the risk of 
arousing the suspicions of other 
Latin-American countries which are 
closely following the tariff situation, 
said Dr. Bustamente. 

Dr. Bustamente spoke of the 
strong movement in Cuba for the re- 
peal of the Platt amendment under 
which the United States guarantees 
the continuance of constitutional 
government on the island. He de- 
clared that repeal of the measure 
would silence the propagandists in 
Europe and Latin America who were 
arousing hatred of the United States 
by asserting that under cover of the 
amendment this country was inter- 
fering in the internal affairs of 
Cuba and virtually placing it under 
a protectorate. The jurist said that 
if the amendment were discarded the 
United States could still intervene to 
protect the interests of Americans 
in the island. Repeal of the measure, 
he said, would not result in a revo- 
lutionary movement against the 
Machado Government. 

One of the items on the agenda of 
the World veg at the session which 
Opens on May 12, added Dr. Busta- 
mente, is a dispute between Brazil 
and France regarding the payment 
of certain debts. Twenty-five years 
ago, he said, a warship would have 
heen sent to Rio de Janeiro and the 
United States would have taken part 
in the affair under the Monroe Doc- 
trine. Now, both States having 
agreed, the matter is to be settled 
by peace eable arbitration. 

Dr. Bustamente pointed out that 
trade between Cuba and the United 
States has reached a maximum of 
more than a billion dollars a year. 
**Any unreasonable and arbitrary in- 
terference with this mutually advan- 
tageous relationship must necessarily 
bring unfortunate results,’’ he said 
“This immutable law of cause and 
effect is as much a factor in na- 
tional welfare as the protection of 
any single interest, whether Cuban 
or American."’ He will said today on 
the Homeric.
